Before Lord Justice Griffiths and

[Judgment delivered May 1] 

The effect of section 8(5) and (5) 
of the Rehabilitation of Offenders

useful means of classifying the 
nature of the necessary contractual 
relationship at the second stage. 

On 1he basis of 1hat test the 
tribunal reached its primary con- 
clusions, namety, that quite clearly 
ıhe ladies in this case were not in 
business on their own account and 
according to thal fundamental 1est 
they were employees.

no authority for the proposition that 
even a lengthy course of dealing 
could somehow convert itself into a 
contractually binding obligation — 
subject only to reasonable notice — 
1o continue to enter ınto individual 
contrac1s. or 1o be subject to some 
"umbrella" contracL 

It was that feature which 
distinguished the present case from 
all its predecessors in which similar 
issues had arisen and which justified 
the conclusion. following Euards v 
Bairstow, that the decision of the 
tribunal contaıned an error of law 
on ils face. His Lordship would. 
accordingly. hare allowed the 
appeal. 

LORD JUSTICE DILLON said 
that he would accep! that an 
arrangement under which there was 
never any obligation oan the 
ourworkers 1o do work or on the 
employers to provide work could 
not be a contract of service. 

But îhe mere facts that the 
outworkers could {ix their oun 
hours of work. could take holidays 
and ıime off when they wished and 
could vary how many garments they 
werr willing 1o take on any day or 
even to 1ake none on a particular 
day. while undoubtedly factors for 
the indusırial tribunal to consider in 
deciding whether or not there was a 
vcontracl of service. did not as a 
matter of law neğgalive ihe existence

The 1ribuna! applied the test laid 
down by the Cour of Appeal in 
Young & Hard Ltd v Hey! ({1980]

applicants were performing their 
services in business on thelr own 
accounL They concluded thal the 
applicants were not and that they 
were employees. 

On appeal by the employers the 
appeal tribunal, by a majority, 
dismissed the appeal on the grounds 
that since the employers provided 
the machines the applicants could 
nol change the nature of the work 
they did or refuse to do work once 
they had accepted il. and that since 
the applicants were nor running any 
financial risk. they were working 
unader contracts of service and 
were employees. The employers 
appealed. 

The law required mutual obli- 
galon before there could be a 
contract of service. If there was no 
contractual obligation either on the 
employers to olfer work or on the 
applicants to do work there was no 
contract of service: see O'Kelly r 
Trusrhouse Forte plc {The Times 
July 21, 1983: [1984] 1 QB 90).

Seoul (Reuter, AP) —- The

Stalinism Let Hisron' Judge and other 
seminal works such as OH Socialist 
Dentocracy' and 41 End to Silence. He 
writes them in a cramped study in his 
1ower block. a room with barely 
enough space for his typewriter, the 
glass-fronted bookcases containing his 
own works. and a couch for visitors. 

He has lived by publication abroad 
since he was sacked from his job as 
senior researcher and head of depart-

The history of Northern Ireland Is 
the history of lost opportunities. The 


best prospect for a new start in the. 


province was painfully worked out 
at Sunningdale, and collapsed in the 
aftermath of the 1974 general 
gcleciion when the Protestant 
workers movement struck, effec- 
ıuvely defying the Westminster 
Parliament 

The report of the New Ireland 
Forum represents another such 
opportunity. It goes further than the 
nationalist parties have ever gone 
before in recognizing and respecting 
the unionist identity and 
Protestant ethos as being as valid a 
part of the Irish tradition as the 
nationalist identity and the Catholic 
ethos. The report is honest about 
Protestant fears: “Northern Prot- 
estants fear that their civil and 
religious liberties and their unionist 
herıtage would not survive in a 
united Ireland in which Roman 
Catholicism would be the religion of 
the majority of the population". It 
recognizes the unionist desire to 
retain the British link. And although 
the report is critical of Britains 
management of Northern Ireland 
since direct rule was instituted in 
1973. il is not lacking in criticism of 
Republican attitudes. Most import- 
ant of all, the report is unambiguous 
in its condemnation of violence and 
terrorism. . 

These elements in the repo: 
demand an unreserved welcome: the 
nationalist parties have nailed their 
colours to the mast of constitutional 
democracy. albeit that their colours 
remain green. 

The new opportunity must not be 
allowed to ت‎ ande the tof 
weariness and dogged despair 
now characterizes the British ap- 
proach to the unyieiding problems 
of Northern Ireland. It is sad thal 
James Prior's first reaction has been 
1o say he is disappointed, and to 
criticize the report as “one-sided and 
unacceptable”, 

The weakness of the report lies, 
not ir its analysis, but in its 
proposed solutions: The first pro- 
posal which is explored in some 
detail. that for a unitary state, is 
wholly unrealistic. Its presence 
demonstrates how much the forum 


needed the presence of the umionist

more progressive of black political 
leaders and churchmen have 
adopted very western critiques of 
sociely and the state. But the proccss 
is uneven and internally élitist. The 
larger part of black South African 
socicty is still broken up into very 
diverse cultural entilıes, Even the 
westernized urban workers fre- 
quenlly resort to different languages 
and social customs in their own 
homes. 

The whole influence of ihe new 
western emphasis on lhe prcser- 
vation of ethnic culturcs. further- 
more, now legitimizces the diver= 
sities. “Black consciousness" in 
South Africa derives from a 
conlcmperary sense that inter-racial 
cultural uniformity is undesirable: 
what is needed is a black culture for 
a black country. lt is as insensitive 
tl the continuation of ‘while" 
liberalism as Afrikancrdom is to the 
notion of an ethnic mixture.

Apart, not apartheid 


Those who would seek a balanced 
aşsessment of the problems of South 
Xfrica should begın by recognizing 
that a genuinc difficulty exists. Too 
many observers of the South African 
scene are so confident that the basic 
cause of trouble resides in white 
material self-interest. and the conse- 
quent denial of rights to the black 
populations. that they are unable 1o 
discem any other underlying con- 
dition. But the truth about South 
Africa is that it has encountered a 
dilemma which. almost everwhere 
else it has occurred in history. has 
proved 1o0 be unresolvablc by 
peaceful means. The dilemma is 
this: how to create a unitary state 
out of diverse cultural elements. 

The scheme of separate develop- 
ment has seemed so peculiarly 
offensive to western liberal opinion 
preciselY because the cultural 
clements left out of the unitary stale 
are defined in racial terms, and thus 
coincidentall institutionalize racial 
along with culural pluralism. But 
there is no way of avoiding the real 
existence of cultural diversities. 
dissimilar social organizations, di- 
vergent expectations. and very 
uneven degrees of progressive 
advancement between the white and 
the black ethnic groups. 

34 century ago. separate develop- 
ment would have seemed the 
obvious solution. and it was indccd 
1he more liberal among the white 
Christian missionaries who first 
suggested it. as a way of prolecling 
the ethnic cultures of black society. 
In the middie years of the present 
century, however. liberal opinion 
has tended to favour integration - all 
persons living within the old area of 
the Linion of South Africa were 
somehow to be educated and 
socially conditioned so that they 
could become a single constituent of 
a unıtary liberal state. 

Hence the contemporary’ approval 
for what is usually referred to as “the 
pluralist sgciety". hM is a very 
ıncorporative term. intended to 
cover different creeds. moral ideas 
and personal customs. existing 
within a single societv, as well as 
ethnic differences. But it is a concept 
which can only operate on a 
temporary basis ~ it describes a 
society initransition from one sect of 
social orthodoxics to another — and 
i1 certainly only operates where the 
diverse elements of the plurality are 
actually alrcady sufficiently similar 
to agree about the rules of the game. 

These conditions do not exist in 
South Africa: they are. in fac 
cxtremely rare anywhere in {the 
world outside the developed wesicrn 
nations. The normal pattern of the 
modern world. as in the past, has 
been enforced social uniformily. or 
the recognition that many of the 
peoples living under a single 
government are not parts of society. 
and are, accordingly, relegated to its 


peripher. Countries organized 
around a single political ideology or 
national ideal have not been 


noticeable for their sensitivity to 
cultural diversities. Consider the 
fate of the non-Russian peoples in 
the Soviet Union. or the collapse of 
the British attempt at a unitary slate 
in Cyprus, or = and this is the best 
case to lav before the South African 
dilemma — the single-tribe govcern- 
ments of black independent coun- 
tries in Africa. 

The continued existence of 
cultural diversity in South Africa is 
sometimes blamed on the South 
African whites. Had they spent more 
time and financial resources on 
educating blacks in the past, it is 
contended, real differences between 
black and white would not now be 
so marked. It is certainly true thal

So far, Mubarak has earncd the 
benefit of the doubt, largely by the 
way in which he appears prepared to 
allow the May 2? poll 10 be — by 
Arab terms - remarkably free. Mosl 
reservations are expressed when it 
comes 10 discussing his likely 
attitude after the voting.

Many opposition figures agrce the 
election will be the frecst for 30 
xcars.

Under 
Mubarak they got a double one. and 
now they are looking for some 
excitement and some cicar guidance 
on the way we are moving".

We were speaking the day afler 
Egypt had been formally rcinstated 
as a member of the Organisation of 
the [Islamic Conference, the Muslim 
body from which it was expelled 
after the 1979 peace treaty with 
Israel.

Sir, I1 have been acıive in support of 
the Conservative Party for many 
years. boıh as a member and as a 
İocal oflicer.

Durıng 1he period September 1, 
1980. to March 3l, 1984. the RPI 
has increased bv 36.6 per cent, the 
index of averagc carnings by 47.9 
per cent and the Civil Service pay by 
19.4 per cent, Our income has fallen 
by approximately one sixth in real 
terms in this period at a time when 
the real income of almost all persons 
in employment is rising.

Farm reforms in China 


From Mr Cyril Chihren Lin 

Sir. It is easy to understand 
Jonathan Mirsky's criticism (feature, 
April 3) of growing crime in the 
Chinese countryside today, but not 
his assertions on the implications 
and prospects for rural development 
following recent agricultural re- 
forms. 

Neither the responsibility system 
in agriculture (1983-4 variant) nor 
1he Central Committee [984 Docu- 
ment Number One allows peasants 
10 own previously collectively-held 
land. only to lsc (income rights as 
opposed to property righis) and 
subcontract out land that has been 
allocated on a4 per capita basis. 
While this may lcad to greater 
income inequalities. to equate this 
system to the landlordism of the 
past must surely be contrived. 

Equally contrived is Mirsky’s 
suggestion that gain output growth 
has been sluggish. I1 is simply now 
1rue that “all agricultural products” 
have grown faster than grain. Grate 
output increased by 7.3 per cent in 
1983 tone of the highest increases in 
history) compared with a growth in 
total agricultural output of 5 per 
cent. 

Grain can now be marketed 
privately once state procurement 
quotas are fulfilled and this strongly 
suggests thal grain reserves must be 
ncar their highest posı-1949 Jeycl. 
Mirsky’s assertion that widesprêad 
hunger is more likely lo occur 
should natural calamities reapptar 
therefore belics logic. 

Moreover, the Chinese have 
never conceded that 20 million 
people starved to deaih between 
1939 and 1961. What has becn 
roughly estimated, on 1he basis of 
figures provided by the late econom- 
ist Sun Yefang, is that food 
shortages led to about 20 million 
féwcr people because of increased 
mfant and elderly adult mortality 
rates and because of a sharp drop in 
birth rates. 

Present Chinese agricultural re- 
forms do pose serious problems in 
investments and income distri- 
bution. but 10 criticize a policy of 
increasing food supplies and rural 
wealth because of disagrceahle side- 
cffecls strikes me as a case of 
throwing the baby out along with 1he 
bathwaler.

From Dr C. Watkins 


Sir, Recent correspondenis have 
discussed the landscape importance 
of land adjoining railways. In 1893 
the forestry expert John Nisbet 
optimistically cohsidered that such 
areas “might very easily, without 
prejudice to the railway traffic, 
without any danger to the public or 
the railway employees. but with 
considerable profit to the railway 
companics. be made to yield crops 
of apples or pears, flberts, etc. or be 
put under coppice for the pro- 
duction of oak bark, osiers, hazel, 
black alder. fucl. etc. thus providing 
employment for thousands of 
people, and homc-grown produce 
for many industries..." 

The difficulties of harvesting 
produce have for the most parl 
precluded 1his type of management; 
instead railway embankments and 
cuttings are regularly coppiced 1o 
reduce the risk of overhanging 
branches and falling trees. 

It may weli be that coppicing wil! 
aiso prove lo be an important means 
of managing the smal] plantations 
adjoininğ motorways, many of 
which are now over 20 years old. If 
this was planned well, there could be 
benefits for wildlife as well as road 
safety.

Sir. Many international lawyers will 
be puzzled by Dr F. A. Mann'’s (May 
1ı liberal interpretation of pro- 
visions of the Vienna Convention 
on Diplomalic Relations of 196l, 
particularly his stalement that the 
“very special circumstances” of the 
incident concerning the Libyan 
People’s Bureau justify in law the 
1aking of “entirely different mea- 
sures. 

Arıicle 22 of the Convention 
(forbidding entry into diplomatic 
premises except with the consent of 
the head of the mission), article 27 
ton the irviolability of the diplo- 
matic bag and arııcle 20 (on the 
inviolability of cplomaue agents) 
are clear and specific and are part of 
English law. having been incorpor- 
ated into the Diplomatic Privileges 
Act of 1964. 

Nowhere in the Act or in the 
Convention, is there any’ reference lO 
"special circumstances” or to an; 
considerations which would justi 
departure from the strict letter of the 
Jaw. Indeed. an examination of the 
discussions at the United Nalions 
International Law Commission 
prior to the promulgation of the 
Convention establishes beyond 

ubt that the intention was that the 

onvention should be followed 1o 
the letter. 

And under English law, and while 
diplomatic relations between Britain 
and Libya subsisted, an order could 
have been obtained from the courts 
to prevent the Home Secretary 
violating the Act. 

And the only way in which the 
Home Secretary could have acted 
differently would have been for him 
texercising powers under the Royal 
Prerogalive) to withdraw recog- 
nition of the status of he members 
of the mission, and this he did only 
uith effec from midnighlL. April 
29/30. 

On 1he question of the forcible 
entry into 5 St James’s Square, 
article 45 of the Vienna Convention 
provides: 

If diplomatic relations are broken off 
betueen 1wo states. Or if a mission is 
permanently or temporarily recalled: 

ta) lhe receiving stale must, even in case 
of armed conflict. respec and protect the 
premises of ths mission, together with its 
property and archives... 

Thus the building remains “the 
premises of lhe mission” even afler 
the termination of diplomatic 
relations and the withdrawal of the 
Libyan diplomats. It is additionally 
protected by the Convention as the 
“property” of the mission. having 
been bought by 1he Libyans a few 
years ago. And forcible entry and 
search are neither “respect” nor 
“proteclion™ in the sense required 
by the Convention. 

Maybe the law is an ass. But until 
it is changed, and in the proper 
maaner, it remains the law and 
deserves i10 be respecled. And, of 
course, il cuts hoth ways.

It is surely unthinkable for us to put 
our oun house in order only 10 
channel the flood of filih into 
unscrupulous traders in Europe. 
where There is as yet apparently no 
effective legislation or control. 

One of the conclusions ın the 

report reads as follows: 
The member slates are able. under article

restricL on grounds of public morality 
and protection of human health. imports 
and exports of pre-recorded video 
cassettes tour ilalıcs). 

The principle of comity of nations 
makes it vital 1o include a 
prohibition on exports. 

Secondly. may we express our 
dismay al what appeared 1o be an 
atitempl by a very smal minority 
lobby to lalk the Bill out. Do the

The Heathrow crisis

Sir, Imposition of the ill-conceived 
275.000 annual movement limit at 
Heathrow airport wil damage the 
UK economy gravely. notably in the 
regions, with minimal benefit to 
local residents beyond what tech- 
nology is achieving and could 
achieve.

could begin to distort the natural 
evolution of the church in the 
direction of the fiaciples estab- 
lished . by the Vatican 
Council.

ıaken by individual bankers on 
purely commercial grounds is 
prima facie more likely to be 
benefîcial 1o the economy at 
large than any other allocation. 


There is a further cilcar 
implication that those who 
complain about the resultant 
allocation should take note that 
no individual, let alone govern- 
meni official, is responsible for 
that allocattron, that there are 
1herefore no cars for such 
complaints to fall on and that 
the complainants had better 
therefore accep: the existing 
allocation as a simple fact of 
economic life. 


While most praciising bankers 
would probably approve of both 
these implicauons, they would 
nevertheless point out that, in 
practical terms, bankers are 
effectively the agents of the 
“hidden hand”. 


This role as the principal 
allocator of credit is one 
underlaken by commercial 
bankers, whatever the climate 
of credit ease ar credit squeezc. 
wilh ils atlendant plaudits and 
abuses. The role becomes an 
even “hotter seat? at a time of 
credit stringency. This is partly, 
of course, because when credit 
is tight the bank manager is 
obliged to say “no™" to far more 
propositions than when it is 
NOL. 


However, the main character- 
istic of the recent prolonged 
period of monetary stringency is 
not so much that the banks

simply have not had the funds 
available 10 satisfy the demand 
from their customers; indeed, it 
has been a particular feature of 
the credit squeeze that banks 
have not "1 specifically 
rationed as to the amount Of 
credit they can grant to their 


‘f customers. It is rather that the 


stringent monetary conditions - 
unusually high interest rates in 
both real and nominal terms ~ 
~— caused industrial and com- 
mercial companies lo make 
substantially lower profits. This, 
in turn, had two effects. First. it 
meant that companies wishing 
10 borrow from their bankers 10 
make new investments on plant 
and equipment found them- 
selves backing theır requests for 
new credit with much less 
impressive cash flow forecasls 
than either they or their bankers 
would have expected a few 
years ago. 


In other words. a tight moncy 
policy effected by high interest 
rates rather than a blanket limit 
on the funds available for loans 
from the banking system (as. for 
example, under the conditions 
of the “corset” until it was 
abandoned in June 1980) will 
have its effect on a bank 
managers willingness to grant
